The body of John Ottersbach, 26 


years old, of 8216 North Broadway, 


dead from a bullet wound in the 
right breast, was found in an auto- 
mobile wrecked against a telephone | 
pole beside Riverview drive, four | 
blocks north of the junction with 
Broadway, ut 12:30 a. m. today. 

Ottersbach was a former drug 
clerk, and lately had been employed 
intermittently as a piano player. He | 
usually played for Saturday night 
dances at Riverview Inn, a road- 
house near McLaran station, north | 
of the Chain of Rocks. 

The location of the wound, 
Position of the body and the ab- 
sence of the weapon with which the 
fatal wound was inflicted seemed | 
to indicate that Ottersbach was shot | 
from outside the car, or by some- | 
one standing on the running board, 
and that the collision with t¥e pole 
occurred after the shooting. Otters- 
bach was driving the car, and so far | 
as is known, was alone in it. 

Reward Offered by Mother. 

In the belief that the fatality was 
a murder, and not a suicide, his 
mother, .(irs. 
fered a reward of $100 for the ar- |

Powers told a Post-Dispatch re-| 
porter today of his ride with Otters-— 
bach. and of stops at roadhouses and 
other places where liquor was ob-| 
tained. He said he left Ofttersbach | 
at 11°30. and that before that time, 
Ottersbach was intoxicated, and was. 
running the car recklessly,

MISSOURI INSURANCE CASE 


Companies Bound by Laws of Statc, 
It Is Held in Suit to Set Aside

WASHINGTON, May 29.—Life in- 
surance companies.making loans in 
Missouri upon policies taken out in 
that state are bound by the laws of 
Missouri, the Supreme Court today 
neid in a case which the Mutual Life 
Insurance Co. of New York brought 
to set aside a verdict of $107,452 
awarded Mrs. Mary 8.

IN SHIP COLLISION 
ON COLUMBIA RIVER 


Cargo Steamer Welsh Prince 
Rammed by Freighter 
Iowa, According to Early 
Advices at Portland, Ore. 


MESSAGE TELLS OF 
FIRE ON VESSEL 


All Killed Were Sailors, Some 
of Whom Are Said to Have 


Been Asleep—Two Fire- 
men Injured. 


By the Associated Press. 
PORTLAND, Ore., May 29.—Seven 


Sailors were killed and two firemen 
were injured in the collision last 
night on the Columbia River off 
Altonnah, Wash., between the 
steamers Welsh Prince and the 
Iowan, according to information 
available early today at the naval 
radio station at North Head. 

The steamer Iowan was reported 


to be on her way up the Columbia 
River today under her own steam. 
Early reports said that the Welsh 
Prince, a 2322-ton cargo. steamer, 
was rammed by the lowan, a 6547- 
ton freighter. “It was also reported 
that some of the men were asleep 
when killed. 
The Welsh Prince left 
yesterday for the Orient with a 
full cargo of lumber. The Iowan 
was in bound from New York. 
A wireless message, apparently 
from the Iowan, although unsigned, 
reported early today: 
“Lying alongside, attempting to 
put out fire on Welsh Prince.” The 
message was taken to indicate that 
the Welsh Prince was not sub- 
merged completely and that her up- 
per works were afire. The message 
said the sending vessel would pro- 
ceed to Portland when the fire was 
extinguished. The tug Oneonta 
went from Astoria to the: Jowan’'s 
relief. 
A report to the Fort Stevens wire- 
less operator added that the Welsh 
Prince was resting on the bottom 
and that her boilers had exploded 
and part of the craft above water 
was on.-fire. 


SUPREME COURT 
ORDERS SO. PACIFIC 
INTO DISSOLUTION

Crocker, and other railroad builders 
who had girded the Middle and Pa- 
cific West with iron bands, contested 
with Edward H. Harriman and other 
railroad ‘‘Napoleons”’ in rearranging 
the railroad maps. 
The Northern Securities, Union 
Pacific and Reading Consolidations, 
all of later origin, were unmerged by 
the Supreme Court while the South- 
ern Pacific merger was _ tediously 
reaching that tribunal. It was first 
attacked by the Government in 1894 
in a bill filed in California to dissolve 
the combination, but which was dis- 
missed “without prejudice.’’ The 
next proceeding was the present suit 
brought in the United States District 
Court for Utah Feb. 11, 1914, and 
dismissed on March 9, 1917. An ap- 
peal was promptly taken by the Gov- 
ernment to the Supreme Court, 
where the case remained four years 
upon the docket before being argued 
on April 20, 1921. At the request of | 
the court it was reargued on April 
11, 1922. One of the defenses ad- 
vanced by the company is that the 
case was barred by the statute of 
limitation, more than five years hav- 
ing elapsed between the develop- 
ment of conditions complained of 
and the filing of the case. 

The Rallroad’s Defense. 
It was upon the finding of the court 
that such competition existed that it 
required the Union Pacific to release 
its control over Southern Pacific, 
railroad counsel pointing out that 
the court in that opinion permitted 
the Southern Pacific to retain the 
Central Pacific.

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NEGRO SALOON 
KEEPER ADMITS fit 
KILLED POLICEMAN 


Thought Patrolman Staple- 
on, Who Pursued Him in 
Dark Alley, Was Another 
Negro, He Says. 


WAS ONE OF 34 
SUSPECTS ARRESTED 


He Was Held When It Was 
Found That Negress Who 
Called Policemen Was His 
Common-Law Wife. 


Joseph Kyle, 48 years old, negro 
proprietor of a saloon at 2360 Chest- 
nut street, confessed to the police 
today that he fired the shot which 
killed Patrolman Patrick Stapleton, 
Friday night, in an alley in the rear 
of 1421 Papin street. 

Kyle said he did not know, in the 
darkness of the alley,that the man 
who was pursuing him was a police- 
man, but that he aupposed him to be 
another negro. He told a story 
which fits, in some of its details, the 
police version of the killing of Sta- 
pleton. 

The prisoner was one of 84 sus- 
pects arrested after the killing of 
Stapleton. He was held after it was 
found that Mabel Smith, the negress 
who called Patrohmen Stapleton and 
Leary into the Papin street house, 
was Kyle’s common-law wife. 

Was Looking for Another Negro. 

Kyle, as the police learned, and 
as he has now admitted, suspected 
that another negro was calling to see 
Mabel Smith in his absence. For 
that reason, Kyle said, he went to 
the Papin street house at a time 
when he was not expected, shortly 
before midnight Friday, and \ at- 
tempted to get in. 

He went down the back steps, and 
the woman, who had heard him at 
the door, at the same time called the 
police, who came in the front way. 
As he stood in the back yard, in the 
darkness, one of the policemen used 
a flashlight, which showed Kyle’s 
position. Stapleton fired a shot, and 
the two policemen then went down- 
stairs, and pursued Kyle into an al- 
ley, when Kyle shot Stapleton. 

Said Policemen Were Firing. 

Kyle said that, at the time when 
he fired two shots, he had his back 
against a wall, and that the pur- 
suers, whom he said he did not rec- 
ognize as policemen, were firing at 
him. 

Before he went to the Papin 
street house, Kyle said, he drank a 
half-pint of ‘‘white mule,” which he 
had in his saloon. 

When first questioned, Kyle denied 
knowing anything of the fatality, and 
said he was at his saloon until mid- 
night Friday. Detective Sergt. Calla- 
han, checking up his alibi, succeeded 
vesterday in getting witnesses to con- 
tradict some parts of it, and today 
obtained his confession, which was 
later repeated by Kyle to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. ; 

Kyle served 7 years of a 17-year 
sentence in the Chester Penitentiary 
for killing a negro in East St. Louis. 

The funeral of Patrolman Staple- 
ton will be held at 9 a. m. tomorrow 
from his home, 4437 Maffitt avenue. 
Services will be marked by full po- 
lice honors. The police zouaves and 
the police band will be present. Sta- 
pleton’s walking partner, Patrolman 
Michael J. Leary, who was with him 
when he was killed, will be one of 
the pallbearers. Burial will be in 
Calvary Cemetery.

Michael Eckert Thrown Against Pole 
From Automobile,

preme Court Sept. 20, 1917, after a 
similar action brought in Philadel- 
phia had been dismissed on motion 
of counsel for the Baltimore club. 

Organized basebal!, operating un- 
der the commonly termed national 
agreement, was charged by the Bal- 
timore club in its suit asking dam- 
ages amounting to $300,000, with 
maintenance of a monopoly of the 
baseball business in restraint of 
trade between the various states, 
The Baltimore club alleged that it 
had been damaged to the extent of 
$300,000 on account of the failure of 
the Federal League. The District 
Supreme Court upheld the Baltimore 
club’s contentions in the main and 
returned a verdict of damages 
amounting to $80,000, which under 
the Sherman antitrust law proceed- 
ings is trebled. The Court of Ap- 
peals of the district reversed that 
decision and dismissed the case on 
the ground that professional baseball 
is not interstate commerce. The Bal- 
timore club then appealed to the 
Supreme Court. 

Possibilities in Decision. 

The Supreme Court was called up- 
on to decide more than whether the 
Baltimore club was entitled to re- 
cover $°0,000 damages from organ- 
ized baseball. A decision in favor 
of the Baltimore club meant that 
the Government, although not par- 
ticipating in the case would be able 
if it chose to proceed criminally 
against organized baseball as an un- 
lawful monopoly in restraint of in- 
terstate commerce in violation of 
the Sherman act, 

Counsel for the Baltimore club 
argued that the court, having held 
constitutional the white slave traf- 
fic act, on the ground that the trans- 
portation of individuals across State 
lines constituted interstate com- 
merce, there could be no doubt that 
the transportation by clubs of profes- 
sional baseball players across State 
lines in filling schedule engagements 
also was interstate commerce. 

The travel incident to professional 
baseball, counsel for the big league 
contended, is not the end In view, but 
merely the means of getting the 
players where contests are scheduled 
to be played. 

The world's championship series, 
“the crowning feature of the nation- 
al game” was possible only under 
the national agreement, the court 
was told by Senator Pepper of Penn- 
sylvania, as counsel for organized 
baseball. There is no statute which 
can be construed as applying to com- 
binations to regulate sport, the Sena- 
tor stated. 

The reserve clause in the national 
agreement, counsel for the Baltimore 
club alleged, was the instrument by 
which the monopoly was obtained, 
which made the players “chattels”

100,000 PERSONS TAKE PART N 
RELIGIOUS PROCESSION AT ROME) 


Mass Celebrated in Colosseum Before 
10,000 Children—Ceremonies De- 
scribed as Imposing. 

By the Associated Press. 

ROME, May 29.—The eucharistic 
congress which has been in progress 
here since Wednesday last, waa 
closed today with a Te Deum sung by 
the massed chorus of the Vatican in 
the presence of Pope Pius, the Car- 
dinals present in Rome, a_ great 
throng of prelates and 60,000 per- 
sons who had been attending the 
congress. 

The atmosphere was intense with 
feeling at this crowning ceremony of 
this world gatherihg of Catholics in 
the holy city. When Pope Pius en- 
tered St. Peter’s, an emotional wave 
seemed to sweep over the vast 
throng. The pontiff himself ap- 
peared profoundly moved as he lifted 
his hand to impart the blessing, and 
cries of ‘‘Long live the Pope,” ‘Viva 
Pius” echoed throughout the edifice 

More than 100,000 persons partic!- 
pated yesterday in the imposing pro- 
cession carrying the Holy Sacrament 
from St. John Lateran to the Colos- 
seum and back. Monsignor Bartolo- 
masi, bishop of Trieste, who served 
as bishop in the army during the 
war, celebrated mass in the Colos- 
seum in the presence of 10,000 chil- 
dren. Among those in the procession 
were the members of the Sacred Col- 
lege and archbishops and bishops 
numbering more than 600. 

The ceremonies reached their most 
imposing character when the bene- 
diction with the sacrament was im- 
parted from an altar erected under 
the Arch of Titus on the sacred way 
and having on one side the Colos- 
seum and on the other the forum. 
Airplanes flew over the scene. It is 
estimated that half a million people 
knelt as the sacrament passed in 
American flags carried 
in the procession were greeted with 
cries of “Viva America.”

Plumage Was Seized. 


On a request today by Prosecuting 
Attorney: Oakley for legal construc- 
tion of the Missouri statute prohibit - 


ing the sale or possession for sale of 
plumage of non-game birda, partic- 
ularly of the bird of paradise, plum- 
age of which was recently seized in 
certain St. Louis stores, Attorney- 
General Barrett today gave an opin- 
ion that the Missouri law is quite 
specific in its provisions for the pro- 
tection of all except game birds, and 
suggested that a test case be insti- 
tuted against one of the stores. 

The seizures of paradise plumage 
were made by John P. Heller, dep- 
uty game and fish commissioner who 
was summarily removed from office, 
for making the raids by State Game 
and Fish Commissioner Middleton al- 
though Heller protested that the 
seizures were strictly in accordance 
with the law that he had taken an 
oath to enforce. 

The seizure of bird of paradise 
plumage was made last month at 
Sonnenfeld's, 610 Washington ave- 
nue; Bedell's, Seventh and Washing- 
ton; Strauss Bros. Millinery Depart- 
ment of Stix. Baer and Fuller Dry 
Goods Co., Kline's, 608 Washington 
avenue; the Sheridan Millinery Store, 
4475 Olive street, and Scruggs-Van- 
dervoort and Barney Dry Goods Co. 

Heller has been holding the 
plumes, valued at $900, for evidence 
and has refused to return them, as 
ordered to do by Middleton. 

The statute says that no part of 
the plumage, skin or body of any 
non-game bird, either resident, mi- 
gratory or imported. can be offered 
for sale or sold. Bird of Paradise 
plumage cannot be imported and is 
assumed to be smuggled. The bird 
is a native of New Guinea and does 
not migrate to this country.

strange little pictures which seemed 
to have something to do with the 
history of the country. But the Ro- 
mans were not interesfed in “any- 
thing foreign” and did not tn@quire 
into the origin of these queer fig- 
ures which covered the wall cf the 
temples and the walls of the palaces 
and end@leas reams of flat sheets 
made out of the papyrus reed. The 
last of the Egyptian priests who had 
understood the holy art of making 
such pictures had died several years 
before Egypt deprived of its in- 
dependence had became a  store- 
house filed with important historicai 
documents which no one could de- 
cipher and which were of no earthly 
use to either man or beast. 

Seventeen centures went by and 
Egypt remained a land of mystery. 
But in the year 1798 a French gen- 
eral by the name of Bonaparte hap- 
pened to visit Eastern Africa te pre- 
pare for an attack upon the British 
Indian Colonies. He did not get 
beyond the Nile, and his campaign 
was a failure. But quite accidentally. 
the famous French expedition solved 
the problem of the ancient Egyptian 
picture-language. 

One day a young French officer. 
much bored by the dreary life of his 
little fortress on the Rosetta river 
(a mouth of the Nile) decided to 
spend an idle hour rummaging among 


the ruins of the Nile Delta. And 
behold! he found a stone which 
greatly puzzled him. Like every- 


thing else in Egypt it was covered 
with little figures. But this par- 
ticular slab of black basalt was @if- 
ferent from anything that had ever 
been discovered. It carried three 
inscriptions. One of these was in 
Greek. The Greek language was 
known. “All that is necessary,” so 
he reasoned, “is to compare 
Greek text with the Egyptian fig- 
ures, and they will at once tell their 


Asecrets.” 


The plan sounded simple enough 
but it took more than 70 yéare to 
solve the riddle. In the year 1802 
a French professor by the name of 
Champollion began to compare the 
Greek and the Egyptian texts of the 
famous Rosetta stone. In the year 
1823 he announced that he had 4is- 
covered the meaning of 14 little fig- 
ures. A short time later he @ied 
from overwork, but the main prin-
